HE Emperour has newly declared that 
he will have all religious Grievances in 

the Empire determined ander Penalty of 
pes Execution before his Journey to Prague. 
Advices are received that the King of Pruffia, as 
Chief of the.Houfe of Brandebourg, hes caufed 
himfelf to be declared Guardian of the young Here- 
ditary Prioce of Brandebourg Anſpach, in order to 
have the Adminiftration zud Government of his 
Eſtate, notwithftanding the Pretecfions State: 
of Franconia, the Bifhops of Bamberg, 
and Eichftet, and of the Grand Matter Of the Tecu- 
tonick Order, The Anfwer which his Impe- 
rial Majeity caufed to be made to a Letter wrote 
lately by the Deke of Meckle „ Pray- 
ipg to bave the Troops of Execution w wo 
from bie Territories, contained in gubſtance - 
That it depended only opon bis Highnefe to free 
his Dominions from thofe Troops, conformio 
himfelf to the Imperial Decree founded upon Jultice 
and Equity, as well as upon the Conſtitution of the 
Empire; that if his Highnefs felt but the leaft Ten- 
dernefs for his Subjects, inftead of feeing them 
ruined through his Obftinacy, be would ſeek all poft 
ſib e Means to relieve them, whichcould flow from 
good Difoofirion on bis Part ; and that for his Im- 
perial Majeſty' Part, he had much rather behold 
rhe Domimons of bis Empire in 2 proſpetous and 
ng Condition,thao enervated and declining, 

Stockholm, Feb. 13. Laſt Week the Affembly of 
the Peafants fent a Letter to the Borghers by a 
Deputation of feveral of their Members, wherein 
th.y acquainted the Bueghers with the Defire th 
had of enlarging the King’s Power, and nee; 
te Concurrence. To this the Burgbers tetorne 
Aofwer, that the Matter of their Requeſt was of 
fuch a Nature, that they judged it proper firh 1a 
commuricare the fame tothe Nobility, and ta 
their Opinion upon it. Accordingly on the oth 
Inftant Twelve of the Burghers were deputed to the 
Chamber of the Nobility with a Copy of the faid 
Letter. The Marfhal, in the Name of the No- 
bility, thanked the Burghers for their Participation 
of that Affair, and told them they would conſidet 
of it, This Morning the Nobility came to a Re- 
folution pon the Point in the Peaſant' Letter to the 
Burghers, and declared themfelves of a contrary 
Opinion ; as have alfo the Clergy. The Burghers 
have taken time to give theit Opinion.
